Sharp jumps in prices of necessi- 
ties, due to NRA codes, while wages 
have stdod unchanged, have been 
attacked by Finance Director Rol- 
land Vandegrift. The state, buying

Wt’ Memorial Day Address at Cettynbürg; : Major 
Labor Disputes Trouble Administration; Attempt 
to Assassinate Ambassador Caffery in Havaa.

Bonn a vast multitude of per- 
sons gathered at Gettysburg 
battlefield President Roosevelt de- 
livered “a Memorial day address 
that was in effect 

a vigorous attack 

‘on critics of his 

plans for national 

recovery. Intro- 

duced by Governor 

Pinchot as “the 

first citizen of the 

world,” Mr. Roose- 

velt first paid elo- 

quent tribute to 

. the men of the 

North and South 

President ho fought brave- 

Roosevelt ly on that historic 
field, and described how the sec- 
tions of the nation had been weld- 
ed into one, its unity being alded 
by foreign wars, until now all sec- 
tionalism has disappeared. He con- 
tinued: 

“We are all brothers now in a 
new understanding. The grain 
farmers of the West do not set 
themselves up for preference if we 
seek at the same fime to help the 
cotton farmers of the South; nor 
do the tobacco growers complain of 
discrimination if, at the same time, 
we help the cattle men of the plains 
and mountains. 

“In our planning to lift industry 
to normal prosperity the farmer up- 
holds our efforts. And as we give 
the farmer a long sought equality 
the city worker understands and 
helps. All of us share in whatever 
good comes to the average man. 


[We know that we all have a stake 
—a partnership in the ee 


of our country. 


Today we have many means 8 
knowing each other means that 
have sounded the doom of section- 
alism. It is, I think, as J survey 
the picture from every angle, a 
simple fact that the chief hindrance 
to progress comes from three ele- 
ments which, thank God, grow less 
in importance with the growth of 
a clearer understanding of our pur- 
poses on the part of the overwhelm- 
ing majority.. 

“These groups are those who 
seek to stir up political animosity 
or to build political advantage by 
the distortion of facts; those who. 


by declining to follow the rules of 


the game, seek to an unfair 
advantage over those who live up 
to the rules; and those few who 
still, because they have never been 
willing to take an interest in their 
fellow Americans, dwell inside of 
their own narrow spheres and still 
represent the selfishness of section- 


alism which has no place in our na- 


tional life,” 


Gone from Gettysburg to New 
York, the President embarked 
on the cruiser Indianapolis, put out 
to sea and reviewed the American 


fleet, which, as ‘assistant: secretary 


of the navy, he helped to command 


during the World war and in which 


he maintains the warmest laterest. 


it was predicted 


Indianapolis. It was an imposing 
spectacle, such as had not been 
witnessed since the early days of 
en Coolldge’s administra- 
tion. 


At {HE annual exercises at the 

United States Navy academy 
463 midshipmen were graduated. A 
total of 832 were commissioned. en-

UNDER the present administra- 
tion the navy is doing quite 
well, but the army feels it is neg- 


lected. Secretary of War Dern and ; 


Newton D. Baker, who held the port- 
folio during the war, appeared be- 
fore the house committee and urged 
the passage of the Thompson bill, 
which would increase the strength 
of the army to 165,000 enlisted men 
and 14,063 officers. That the pres- 
ent megular army is inadequate in 
the face of present disturbed world 
conditions was declared by both 
gentlemen. 

The American army as now 
manned would not simultaneously 
protect our outlying possessions, 
train civilians, and repel “any sud- 
den invaders,” Secretary Dern in- 
sisted. “A more satisfactory army 
would cost the nation $35,000,000 an- 
nually, he. said in explaining that 
he had not suggested an increase to 
President Roosevelt because of the 
President’s desire to balance the 
budget, 

Mr, Baker could not “imagine an 
army less than five times the pres- 
ent size of ours having the slightest 
effect on the military policy of any 
other nation.” Of course, he did 
not advocate any such increase; he 
said that four divisions, one in each 
section. of the country, with a fifth 
free to train civilians, would Wies. 


HOUGH administration Komal 


have asserted that labor trou- 
bles are to be expected in a time 
of recovery and that they are not 
alarmed by the strikes that are now 
in effect. or are threatened for the 
near future, it was evident in Wash- 
ington that these optimists’ were dis- 
turbed by the prospect. of general 
strikes in the cotton textile and 
steel industries.

the impasse. seemed to rest on the 


plan which Foreign Commissar Lit- 


vinoy of Russia said he was ready 


to offer. it was belleved he would 
concentrate on a policy of political 
security as a basis for . disarma- 
ment. Norman H. Davis, American 
ambassador-at-large, presented the 
views of President Roosevelt, urg- 
ing an accord emphasizing supervi- 
sion of arms and a more rigid con- 


trol of international traffic in arms: 


Louis Barthou, foreign minister 
of France, showed no inclination to 


yield to the German demands for 


rearmament. The French are said 
to believe. Hitler is due soon to run 
up against domestic: troubles that 
will tie his hands; they win con- 
tinue to promote their defensive al- 
liances until the German chancellor 
gives in, and just now are counting 
on a pact of mutual assistance with 
Russia and the little entente which 
will be signed it. ‘as expected, Rus- 
sia enters the League ‘of. Nations. 
The French algo ate hoping for an 
accord with Italy. 

Premier Mussolini of Italy, in a

I think that as the old idea of the 
stern father and sterner school- 
master which forced children into 
artificialities and insincerities was 
undoubtedly wrong, such extremes 
as our reader refers to, which are 
advanced by some educators: today, 
are even more dangerous. 

All human beings need the pow- 
er of restraint. And it seems to me 
the danger today is not in forcing 
upon children too much restraint, 
but too little. For decades now the 
trend of ideas among parents and 
educators has been more and more 
toward allowing children every pos- 


sible freedom of expression and de- 


velopment. Thwarting and over- 
strictness with’ children is pretty 
much a thing of the past. And a 
thoughtful observer of the modern 
scene is more likely to 
of the other extreme. 
Not only in the great crises in 
life, but in the little things of every 
day, we need the power of control 
and restraint. The person who was 
allowed in childhood to say and do 
exactly as he felt at all times is 
not likely to be a desirable compan- 
fon or a valuable member of the so- 
cial group. Therefore he is not 
likely to be happy. - Restraint and 
control are power. And it seems 


-to me that any system which would 


eliminate these from the training 

‘of children would rob them of their 

most important weapon in master- 

ing their environment and fulfill- 

ing the best of their possibilities.
